‘*The first passenger train was run upon the road the first 
day of July, 1852, from New Haven Station to Connecticut River 
Station. 


‘*Wrom the first to the twenty-second of July, one train daily 
each way was run between New Haven and Connecticut River. 


‘‘From the 22nd of July to the 20th of August, two trains 
daily were run from New Haven to Brown’s Whart, New Lon- 
don. 


‘From the 20th of August to the 9th of September, three 
trains daily were run from New Haven to Lawrence’s Whart, 
New London. 


‘On the 20th of November, the trains ran into the depot at 
New London for the first time, 44% months after the first train 
ran to Connecticut River. 


‘‘F'rom that time to the present, the same number of trains 
have run regularly, connecting with the other roads at New 
Haven and New London. 

‘‘The whole number of passengers carried upon the road 
during the nine months it has been in operation is 101,640, with- 
out injury to any of them, so far as the Directors are informed.’’

The Annual Meeting. 


The Annual Meeting of the Society was held in the rooms

To the Members of the Railway & Locomotive

In many ways, the officers of this Society cannot help but 
feel that the year that has just passed has been a successful one.
